AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF THE CITY OF
NEWPORT, KENTUCKY REPEALING SECTIONS 37.094(B), (C). (E) AND (H) OF
THE OFFICIAL CODE OF ORDINANCES CONCERNING CREDIT FOR
OCCUPATIONAL LICENSE FEE PAYMENT REQUIREMENTS FOR VARIOUS
CORPORATE ENTITIES APPROVED FOR INCLUSION IN THE KENTUCKY
BUSINESS INVESTMENT PROGRAM (KB}

WHEREAS, the City has previously approved and adopted, by Ordinance, several
Kentucky Business Investment Program (KBI) inclusions with various corporate entities
located within the City; and,

WHEREAS, several thereof have since expired or were never initiated by various of the
corporate entities, and,

WHEREAS, the City has subsequently undertaken to approve these by Order or other
means than the passage of an Ordinance regarding the same; and,

WHEREAS, the City desires to clear its official Code of Ordinances to eliminate these
needless Sections which remain therein for the reasons so stated; and,

WHEREAS, the Commonwealth of Kentucky Cabinet for Economic Development has
also declared each as inactive,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS OF
THE CITY OF NEWPORT, KENTUCKY, as follows:

SECTION |

That Section 37.094(B) of the official Code of Ordinances, for the reason that
Meaningful Use Technologies, LLC never located within the City nor activated its KBI
account with the City since approval in 2011, shall be and is hereby repealed, in full.

SECTION Il

That Section 37.094(C) of the official Code of Ordinances, for the reason that Arcron
Systems, Inc. d/b/a Hyundai Arcron Kentucky never located within the City nor activated
its KBl account with the City since approval in 2011, shall be and is hereby repealed, in
full.

SECTION I

That Section 37.094(E) of the official Code of Ordinances, for the reason that XPO
Logistics, LLC has no benefits or incentives and never activated its KBl account with the
City since approval in 2013, shall be and is hereby repealed, in ful.



SECTION IV

That Section 37.094(H) of the official Code of Ordinances, for the reason that New
Riff Distilling, LLC never activated its KBl account with the City since approval in 2016,
shall be and is hereby repealed, in full.

SECTION V

That this Ordinance shall be signed by the Mayor and attested to by the City Clerk,
recorded, published and shall be effective upon publication.
